Matt. 1:21, ‘And she shall bring 
forth a son, and thou shalt call his name 
JESUS: for he shall save his people from 
their sins.” 

Christmas is a day set apart by all 
Christians for the celebration of the 
birth of Jesus. Some differ as to the day 
Jesus was born, but for many centuries 
they have been celebrating this day, Dec. 
25. About four hundred years after the 
birth of Jesus the people in the West be- 
gan to close their workshops for the cele- 
bration of this day. Possibly the states 
in the Roman empire were the first to 
close their business houses for this feast. 
The people in Germany next began this 
celebration. They had Christmas festi- 
vals where they recited poems and sang 
the songs specially composed for this oc- 
casion. Later they began to send Christ- 
mas greeting cards. This custom dates 
from the latter part of the 19th century. 

In many countries they had Christmas 
trees and decorated them and filled them 
with presents. The custom of hanging 
up stockings began in Italy. Especially 
did the poor hang their stockings out the 
windows so the more fortunate would 
give them something for Christmas. In 
America the giving of presents is one of 
the ways to celebrate the birth of Jesus. It 
is nice to send presents one to another 
and show our appreciation for others. As 
God gave His only Son to redeem the 
world, so it behooves us to make others 
glad on this great occasion. We feel that 
many people celebrate the day in the 
wrong way, and, no doubt, there will be 
many in America this year who will use 
strong drink and commit many crimes 
on this day that should be kept so sacred. 
It will be well for all of us to see that 
the more misfcrtunate in our community 
are provided with things to make them 
happy. This is one way to celebrate this 
great day, 

Just before the birth of Jesus Joseph 
and Mary went up to the city of Bethle- 
hem to pay their taxes. The ruler had is- 
sued a statement that all inhabitants of 
Palestine should go to their birthplace to 
be taxed. Joseph and Mary went up from 
Nazareth to Bethlehem. As Joseph led 
the little mule across the mountains and 
through the valley while Mary rode upon 
him, no doubt they talked about their 
native people. They passed many places 
of interest. It is said that the place 
where Gideon fought the Midianites was 
right on their way. I imagine Joseph told 
Mary of the great victory and how the 
battle was fought and after the battle 
there came a great rain and washed the 
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bodies of the Midianites away. It was 
marvelous how God had fought the bat- 
tle for His people. When they reached 
Bethlehem every available space in the 
hotels had been taken and they had to 
resort to the manger or the place where 
the cattle were kept. It seems strange 
how God directed their life and right at 
this time there was born a Savior, Christ 
the Lord. 

This country is semi-tropical and as 
the shepherds kept watch over their flock 
by night, the angels visited them. As 
they lay on the hillsides, no doubt con- 
versing about the hope of the Messiah, 
praying for God to send their Deliverer, 
all at once a great light shined round 
about them and the angels appeared and 
made the announcement, ‘“‘Peace on earth, 
good will toward men,” and sang the 
heavenly anthems and told them there 
was born in the city of David Christ the 
Lord. We don’t know but we imagine 
the shepherds had certain hours to watch, 
possibly in three shifts, but the angels ap- 
peared to those faithful shepherds as they 
kept watch over their flocks. It would 
be good for us to remember and always 
be at our post of duty so that we may 
be able to hear any glad tidings that God 
wishes to give us. 

Luke 1:78, “Whereby the dayspring 
from on high hath visited us.” Many 
prophets had written. about the coming 
Deliverer, but God never gets in a hurry. 
He always bring things to pass in His 
own good time. It is said that those who 
sat in darkness saw a great light. The 
darkness doesn’t refer to the hour of the 
night, nor the dayspring to the hour of 
the day, but to the time in which the 
people were blinded by sin and transgres- 
sion and the light that Jesus brought to 
them was the light of salvation that light- 
eth the path of every man that walketh 
in it. 

What a wonderful thing it was to go 
and find just as the ange!s had told them, 
this wonderful Christ, for the shepherds 
went and found Mary and the young 
child. It will be well for us this season 
to bend our thoughts to the cradle and 
think of the miraculous way in which 
Ged sent His Son into the world, and 
how Joseph and Mary were directed by 
the voice from heaven, to guide this 
wonderful child so that the enemy could 
not destroy His life. It is just like God 
to bring Jesus into the world in that 
humble, lowly way that proves unmis- 
takably His gift to all the world—the 
rich, the poor, the crippled, and diseased. 
All who will receive Him may be bless- 


ed of Him. Jesus was of royal parentage 
but He was not born in the king’s palace 
for God had so ordered the prophets to 
tell of His lowly birth and everything 
must correspond with the voice of the 
prophets. There was no room for Jesus 
in the inn though He was to be desired 
of all nations and for the rising and fall- 
ing of many ‘in Israel and a blessing to 
the Gentiles. 

It seems strange that there was no room 
for this humble baby, but the Lord of 
glory must be left to begin His earthly 
life as He was to continue it—without 
where to lay His head. This brings us to 
a scene all around us. Quite often when 
people come in touch with Jesus they 
change their plans in life. Their friends 
think strange of them as they take up 
their humble work and seem to become 
so interested in the poor and needy, and 
some of them even go to the jungles of 
Africa or to India or to some other heath- 
en country and there give their lives for 
the poor people who need God so badly. 
Those who are prompted to despondency 
and feel sad at heart can find rest and 
joy in the Savior. They count His bless- 
ings more than all the wealth of the 
world and are willing to spend their days 
in service for others. 

Quite a few of us have spent many 
Christmas Days around the home circle 
and with our friends, and we hope that 
to the aged and infirm this will be a day 
of blessing to every one of you, that you 
will feel the real presence of the Savior’s 
love and remember the joyous message, 
“Fear not, for I bring you good tidings 
of great joy.” This joy is to take the 
place of and banish fear. It is a sense of 
safety. This is exactly what Jesus did 
and what He will do for those who trust 
Him—save us from our past, save us 
from our fears, and save us from destruc- 
tion after death. You may be able to 
make others happy but no human effort 
can bring to the heart the blessings that 
Jesus can bring.

God in mercy thrust them forth 
from the garden, lest they partake of the 
tree of life and live forever in their sin- 
ful state. This glorious promise was given 
them that God would save the human 
race in spite of their rebellion, their dis- 
obedience to God’s command.

came was in the East. Some have thought 
that these men were from Arabia, others 
say from Chaldea, but these countries are 
north and west of Jerusalem. It is most 
likely that these men were from Persia as 
this country is east from Jerusalem, 


As this strange star appeared to these 
men, and as they searched the heavens 
for information, they came to the con- 
clusion that a great person had been born 
or a great king was to be inaugurated.
